Stewards of the Mysteries of God 

Did you thank God in prayer this week for the gifts you receive? 
Last week I wrote that a steward is one who recognizes that 
everything is a gift from God. Gratitude is the first step in the 
spiritual life. Step two is realizing that I am responsible for those gifts. 
I must use them for the glory of God. 

Have you ever seen the initials AMDG? These stand for Ad 
maiorem Dei gloriam, or "for the greater glory of God." It is the motto 
of the Society of Jesus (or Jesuits). Often this phrase can be seen on the 
insignia of Jesuit Universities. St. Ignatius of Loyola used the phrase 
to emphasize that everything should be done to give God glory 
because all is a gift from God. Students at Jesuit schools and 
universities often write AMDG at the tops of their papers, to remind 
them that even their schoolwork ought to be dedicated to the glory of 
God. Pope John Paul II frequently included AMDG with his signature. 

The steward lives with a sense of accountability before God. A 

steward cherishes God's gifts and uses them in a responsible manner. 
The greatest blessing we enjoy is the LIFE that flows from the 
sacraments. The Eucharist is such a great treasure! St. Paul said, 

"People should think of us as Christ's servants, stewards entrusted 
with the mysteries of God. In such a matter, what is expected of 
stewards is that each one should be found trustworthy (1 Cor. 4:1- 
2 )." 

We are stewards of the mysteries of God. Parents are responsible to 
hand on the treasure of the faith to their children. As a parish, we are 
called to share the gift of faith with others who do not know about the 
deep abiding life with Christ that flows from the sacraments. 

As we prepare for another year of faith formation, please pray to 
the Lord for two things. First, ask God for a greater awareness of the 
blessings you have experienced in the faith. Second, ask the Lord, 
"What do you want me to do? How can I serve? Show me how you 
want me to serve for the greater glory of God." 

The secret to a joyful life is to be grateful. You cannot be grateful 
and unhappy at the same time. An even deeper level of joy comes 
with serving God. Watch those who have spent themselves for others 
in the name of God; they are people who emanate JOY! 

Each one of you has received a special grace, so, like good stewards 
responsible for all these varied graces of God, put it at the service of 
others (1 Pet. 4:10)."
